Thus read the invitation to the Sketch Club, 
which on Wednesday last held its customary 
fortnightly meeting.

spilling the gore of the win.e-skins, his sword 
reeking with the crimson Val-de-Penas. 
Harry Chase was also very good; be gave 
the windmull-crowned hill, with Quixote and 
Sancho in the distance. Young Streeter gave 
only a slight sketch of Rosinante and his 
master, Mit it showed talent. Biddle gave 
the couple appealing to saucho during his 
government of the Island;“ good and out 
of the routine of illustration. Tracy, a good 
sketch of the court jester, but be made 
Sancho’s burro a mule. Harney, a fair 
head of Sancho. Barnesiey, a clever 
landseape, but not up to his gen- 
eral work. Eames, a well-drawn head of the 
Kuient in sepia. Holloway. who is usually 
so good, gave a rather indistinct landscape 
with figures—the rock in the back-ground not 
good. Fry, a pen and ink of the Don anda 
padre. Miss Sylvester, a very amusing sketch 
of Quixote and the cats. Greene, and oil 
of the same subject. Bissell, a female head, 
large but weak, and badly drawn; yery infe- 
rior to his sketch on the Courtship of Miles 
Standish, which was much admired for color. 
Hodges, a pen sketch. Bergeron, one in wax 
colors. Ives gave a rather eiaborate oil paint- 
ing of the Knight’s first sally-out. 

We will only say that the Professor has evi- 
dently mixed up the light lanee of modern 
cavalry with the heavy spear of the age of 
chivalry, the short and heavy end of which is, 
in this sketch, spun out to four or five times 
the length it would be possible to use, and is 
this just where it should be heaviest. 
Kretschmar gave in the poerey elay he has 
ever sent tothe club. he head, shoulders 
and knee of Don Quixote face directly front, 
while the hips and thigh turn squarely to the 
left—an impossible position, and all wrong 
anatomically. The legs are also very queer. 
Mr. Kretschmar can do so very well when he 
choosesj that this is too bad.

Morning—An Accidental Coal and Flour 

Mission at the Relay Depot. 

At nine o'clock yesterday evecing a very se- 
rious smash-up occurred at the Relay Depot, 
in East St. Louis. One of the bridge engines 
started up the incline with a long train of coal 
cars, and, as soon asit had pulled out of the 
way, a C., B. and O. freight train began to 


cross the track it had left at a 
ruther acute angle. Seventeen coal cars broke 
their coupling with the box cars and came 
rushing beck on the down grade. Nuthins of 
course could be done but wait forthe inevita- 
ble collision, which came with a crash that 
made the people about tne depot think an 
earthquake bad happened. The C., B. and . 
train was cut in tuo and the cars badly wreck- 
ed, and the coal cars were strewn all about the 
depet grounds, Several wen hal very narrow 
escapes, no one having a much closer call than 
George Gray, the fagman,who was pulled from 
beneath one of the cars. : 

When a Post-DiIsPATCH reporter visited the 
ground this morning at an early hour the 
wreck had been aireauy cleared off on to side 
tracks, just where the smash occurred. There 
was firsta beap of coal, and next to it a mass 
ot flour, out ot which several old women 
with bags were helping themselves liberally. 
The flour was being very cleanly gleaned up, 
and in a few hours there wilt be nothing but a 
white stain on the ground to show for that part 
of the loss. 

The caboose was turned over on one side, 
where it bad been knocked by the coal Catu- 
pult. One of the ends, that nearest to the 
engine, was splintered and crushed into 
kindling wood. Whiie the reporter was 
¢Xumibing the wreck he was appreached by a 
demoralized looking gentleman who pushed in 
tne doorot the caboose anil said., That was 
nice kind of a place to bein last night, wasn’t 
it? Inside allthe movables in the car had 
been burled to the left part. ‘‘I was in the 
middle of those things when we began rolling 
about,’’ he continued. lam the conductor, 
Easton.“ 

‘*‘What did you think when you began to go 
Over?“ 

Why, I thought I was bound for kingdom 
come. When the crash sounued first. Ithougut 
we bad beenshunted off iuto the yard below, 
butwhen the cur vegan to turn over aud I got 
under the stove I thought a heap.’’ 

‘*You weren't hurt?’’ 

„No, not to umount to anything. I was 
barked a little, but 1 got out atl rignht.’’ 

As he was talking a switch engine moved 
ulmost on to the caboose. Arope had been 
parsed overit and then run through a pullev 
hitched tothe rail. Theend of this cable was 
then attached to the engine and it began 
to move off very slowly, and the caboose grad- 
ually righted under the strain. Everything 
was done slowly and gently, and the great 
body ot wood and iron came sivwly into post- 
tion, as easily as though it weighed 
not more than a pound. Rail 
road experts Gecilared that the 
“work was excellently done, and withina few 
hcurs all the broken boxes will be on their way 
tothe machine shops. The engine which got 
pinched was the property of the Unioa Riil- 
way and Transit Company, and was badly 
knocked about. The head ot the boiler was 
broken and the running gear masbed out 
ot shape by the crash. The coal 
cars are not nearly 80 baaly 
bioken asthe extent of tne collision would 
Wurrant, and many of them will be ready fer 
werk aiter inspection by the machnists. 

No calculation of the loss has as yet been at- 
tempted, although the opinion of the railroad 
men is that besides the engine and some toree 
or tour cars the actual loss will be very small. 
The coal will not be 
burt by a little crushing, 
wut the four is to ularge extent lost. some vt 
the sucks were stolen, and muny of them 
broken and their contents spilled, 

The iniured men ure all doing very wellj;none 
Ofthem are so hadi burt as reported. Even 
Gray, the man who was beneath the caboose, 
wil be out again before long, while the engin. 
eer, Root, und the lire- 
man, Jones, are both considerably 
shook up, but not otherwise damaged. They 
both reside on this side of the river, and are 
suid to be improving rapidly. Thetrackés were 
cleared tor passenger traffic before midnight, 
und there wus no block of freight cars at ali.
